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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The declaration filed on 03/24/09 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome the US 
patent Pub. 2002/0183848 (Ray et al) reference. 

After a careful review of the declaration filed on 03/24/09, the incoming letter filed 
10/08/09 (details below) and a telephonic interview made with Mr. Jeffrey Steen and Exr. 
Stewart on October 27, 2009, the examiner believes that the Ray et al reference has been 
overcome by the 1 . 13 1 declaration. 

The declaration filed on 03/24/09 clearly discloses that the device show conception and 
reduction to practice prior to April 05, 1999. The declaration show in attachment "A" that the 
device was built and tested in a solution. Different samplers were tested. 

Regarding attachment "B", the Applicant's representative filed a better copy of 
attachment "B" (the original copy was unreadable) filed on October 08, 2009. This copy has 
been accepted by the Examiner and clearly shows that attachment "B" show that the invention 
was built and the biomechanical composition of the device were analyzed. 

For the above reasons, the examiner believes that the declaration overcome the Ray et al 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claims 40-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 41 recites the limitation "a second height" in line 8. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The Applicant's representative must claim the limitations "the second height", delete the 
word "relative" and between the word "length" and "by" write the following: — along the length 
of the horizontal axis — in order to overcome the rejection and allow the case. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

Claims 40-5 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
